WASHINGTON, May &.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today faced the dou- 
ble task of selecting another nom- 
inee for the vacant place on the 
United States Supreme Court and 
of mending the political damage 
caused yesterday by the Senate's 
action in rejecting the nomination 
of Judge John J. Parker of North 
Carolina. 

Prominent among those men- 
tioned for the place were the 
names of Owen J. Roberts of Penn- 
sylvania and Newton D. Baker of 
Ohio. Roberts, a Republican, was 
special prosecutor for the Govern- 
ment in the celebrated oil trials, 
and is onc of the leading members 
of the American bar. Baker, a 
Democrat, was Secretary of War 
in the Cabinet of President Wilson, 
and at present is a member of the 
President's Commission on Law En- 
forcement. Another name men- 
tioned was that of Federal Judge 
Hutchinson of Houston, Tex. Still 
another mentioned is Judge Arba 
S. Van Valkenburgh of the U. 5S. 
‘“ircuit Court of Appeals, Kansas 
“ity, Mo. 

Neither Roberts nor Baker would 


encounter serious opposition in the | 


but there was no assur- 
ance from the White House that 
either would be nominated. The 
possibility that President Hoover 
might send Parker's name back 
was discussed, but it seemed uwn- 
likely, in view of the virtual cer- 
tainty that he would again be re- 
jected. 

Gioom prevailed in administra- 
tion quarters today over yesterday's 
defeat. To a degree which was 
surprising, and which many Re- 
publican leaders considered unwar- 
ranted, President Hoover staked his 
own political prestige on the out- 
come of the Parker fight. Against

» the advice of party leaders in the 


Senate, he stood by Parker, and 
refused to withdraw his name even 
when warned of impending rejec- 
tion. 

All Senators Accounted for. 

Every one of the 96 Senators was 
accounted for on the roll call. The 
actual vote was 41 to 39 against 
confirmation, but including pairs 
the count was 49 to 47. Twenty- 
nine Republicans and 10 Democrats 
voted to confirm Parker. and 17 
Republicans, 23 Democrats and 
one Farmer-labor Senator were 
recorded against him. 

Missouri's delegation split. Sena- 
tor Hawes (Dem.), voted against 
Parker, and Senator Patterson 
(Rep.), after wavering for several 
days, finally succumbed to pres- 
sure and voted for him. 

Seldom in modern times has the 
Senate been the scene of a closer 
or more bitterly contested struggle, 
and seldom have party or factional 
lines been more completely disre- 
garded. Although the opposition 
was led by two Western Progres- 
sives, Borah and Norris, the bulk 
of its strength came from the Dem- 
ecratic side, and included in its 
ranks were 10 regular Republic- 
ans who almost invariably are 
found supporting the administra- 
tion. 

Labor and Negro Issues. 

Most of the debate centered on 
Parker's decision upholding an in- 
junction against West Virginia 
©oal miners, based on the notori- 
ous “yellow dog” contract, and 
that decision undoubtedly was re- 
sponsible for much of the liberal 
opposition to him. Nevertheless, 
the factor which insured his re- 
jection was the organized and ef- 
fective protests of Negro organi- 
zations, arising from Parker's as- 
persions on Negro citizens when 
he was Republican candidate for 
Governor of North Carolina in 
1920. 

The injection of this issue 
eaused Parker to receive the votes 
of a few Southern Democratic 
Senators who might otherwise 
have opposed him, but it was di- 
rectly responsible for the defec- 
tion of the 10 Republican regu- 
lars, and would have produced an 
even greater number but for the 
terrific pressure applied from the 
White House.

Investigating this morning in the 
vicinity of the Art Museum, police 
found a piece of toweling which 
had been made into a blindfold.

Head of National ‘Oreeninn 
tion Says Manager Must 


Brothers Affair. 


Ss to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAS CITY, Mo., May 8.—— 
BRither the Kansas City Better 
Business Bureau will dispense with 
the services of George Husser, its 
manager, or it will be cast adrift 
by the Affiliated Better Business 


Canada. This ultimatium has 
been delivered’ to John Henry 
Smith, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, by Kenneth Barnard, 
president of the Affiliated Bureaus, 
by letter from Detroit. 

The crisis’ in the affairs of the 
Kansas City Bureau developed aft- 
ter the visit of Barnard to Kansas 
City last week, his investigation in- 
to the affairs of the bureau and 
his’ final exclusion, from executive 
meetings of the Boar dof Directors, 
to which Husser was admitted. * 

The acceptance by Husser for 
the Kansas City bureau of the $950 
contribution from W. H. Young 
Bros. & Co., Inc., defunct St. Louis 
brokerage concern, was only one 
angle of the general complaint 
lodged against Husser’s manage- 
ment by Barnard, It was the inci- 
dent that brought on the investiga- 
tion,. but Barnard cited other rea- 
sons for a change in the manage- 
ment if the bureau was to retain 
its affiliation with the interna- 
tional organization. 

When the Board of Directors 
met last week to héar Barnard’s 
complaints, Husser was invited into 
the session. It developed into a 
personal quarrel between Musser 
and Barnard, with the directors 
apparently taking sides with Hus- 
ser. 

Finally the board went into ex- 
ecutive session and Barnard was 
asked to leave. Husser remained, 

he attended all succeeding ses- 
siois from which Barnard was ex- 
cluded. 

The letter from affiliated head- 
‘quarters indicates the board of the 
Kansas City Bureau does not feel 
answerable to the Affillated Bu- 
reaus, that it has failed to inform 
‘the latter of its action or intended 
action in the matters complained 
of by Barnard. 

The Affiliated Bureaus take the 
position that the integrity of the 
management of the Kansas 
Bureau has been brought into 
question in that its usefulness is 
ended until readjustments have 
been made. 

It was cited by Barnard that the 
methods of handling affairs in the 
Kansas City Bureau are at vari- 
ance with those employed eise- 
where. 


Contribution Disclosed After Firm’s

CHAIN STORE IDEA 


Half of Shops Gc Celad’ Bank-| 
rupt if Situation Con- 
tinues Another ~- Six 
Months, Several Say, 


“Bankruptcy for half the in- 
dustry” is predicted by some S8St. 
Louis cleaners and dyers if the 
“price war,” which started last 
November, continues tor another 
six months. 

“We all jumped into this busi- 
ness of giving away cleaning, and 
no one wants to be the first to put 
the price up,” the owner of a large 
wholesale plant said today to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “It ap- 
pears that half the cleaners will be 
broke before the cut-throat policy 
ends,” he added. 

Present indications point to a 
continuation of the low prices be- 
yond the period of predicted finan- 


}cial disaster, due to an unexpected 


turn of events. «Prices were re- 
duced last autumn from $1.50 for 
cleaning a man's suit, the standard 
by which cleaning prices are regu- 
lated, to 75 cents when called. for 
and delivered, and 560 cents “cash 
and carry.” The reduction was 
made by the Lungstrass company, 
the largest cleaning establishment 
in the city, and was followed by 
other cleaners in an effort to meet 
mail order and chain store tompe- 
tion. Due to the volume of busi- 
ness resulting from the low prices, 
the chain store‘ and mail-order 
business was not eliminated, and 
two local» wholesale concerns are 
now promoting chain store pro- 
grams calling for the establish- 
ment of 175 neighborhood cleaning 
establishments. 
Plans 100 Shops. 

A plan for, 100 neighborhood 
shops, known as the “Swiss Clean- 
ers,” is being carried out by Har- 
ry Tabler, head of the Tabler 
Cleaning Co., 2515 North Grand 
boulevard. Eight of the places are 
established and two more will be 
in operation Monday, Tabler said. 
An inexpensive cleaning process, 
which can be installed in the in- 
dividual shops, makes profits pos- 
sible at “50 cents cash and carry,” 
according to Tabler, who has not 
joined other wholesalers in the re- 
organized St. Louis Cleaners & 
Dyers Association. 

The second chain group, “Metro 
Stores,’ is being organized by the 
Metropolitan Cleaning Co., 1710 
Worth Garrison avznue. These 
stores, all of which will be painted 
in the.,same color, will be receiving 
depots, rather than individual 
cleaning establishments, the clean- 
ing being done at the main plant. 
H. W. Schemme, president of the 
Metropolitan Co., said 27 of the 
stores are being organized at pres- 
ent, and he plans a total of 75. 

Schemme is among those who 
see ruin for a large percentage of 
the industry if present conditions 
continue, and declares he has en- 
tered into the chain store program 
through necessity. 

Doubtful of Profits. 

“T saw two of my good custom- 
ers, both bankers, carrying their 
suits to a cash and carry place one 
morning while driving to work, and 
I decided that the Metropolitan 
Co. had better get into the 50-cent 
cleaning game, or close wp,” 
Schemme said. ‘“‘We may close up 
anyway unless a profit develops un- 
expectedly from the volume of 
cleaning under the low prices. The 
profit has not shown up so far and 
I don’t think there is a cleaner in 
town who can borrow a dime from 
a bank. It has cost this firm some 
good money to do business since 
last November, and the same ap- 
plies to the rest of them, even 
though some won't admit it.”

Frank Badolato Found Not 
Guilty of Shooting Angelo. 
Porcelli During Quarrel.

Frank Badolato was acquit 
yesterday on a charge of first de- 
gree murder, arising out of the 
shooting 11 years ago of his wifes 
uncle, Angelo Porcelli. A jury in 
Circuit Judge Taylor’s court found 
him not guilty on the second bal- 
lot. 
The killing followed a quarrel 
between Baddlato and his wife at 


their home, 822 Carr street. His 
wife divorced -him during his ab- 
sence and has remarried. 

Immediately after the shooting 
Badolato left the city, and told the 
police at the time of his arrest 
last August that he went to Chi- 
cago, Fort Wayne, Ind.. Houston, 
Tex., and Cleveland, and had re- 
turned to St. Louis 18 months be- 
fore his arrest. 

Badolato pleaded self-defense. 
He testified the quarrel between 
him and his wife started when he 
asked hef not to go out that eve- 
ning, saying: “Why don't you 
stay at home and take care of your 
children?” His wife left the house, 
he testified, and went to the home 
of her mother. 

A quarter of an hour later, Bado- 
lato said, his wife’s uncle came to 
the house, where he had remained 
to take care of the younger of their 
two children, and threatened to 
kil him. When Porcelli further 
threatened to kill the child Bado- 
lato held in his arms, neighbors, 
attracted by Poftcelli’s loud threats, 
took him out of the house.

The city administration of East 
St. Louis, which is following a 
policy of economy because of a 
lack of funds, is losing approxi- 
mately $1000 a year because it 
fails to collect its license tax from 
companies operating. taxicabs.

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OUTLAW BROADCASTING 
CAUSED COMPLAINTS 


Expert Testifies in First Felony 
Trial Under National 
Radio Act. 


Interference by outlaw broad- 
casting station WICR in the home 
of George W, Fellowes, 3663A Gra- 
vois avenue, made listening: to ra- 
dio programs a misery to his neigh- 
bors, according to testimonoy at his 
trial before Federal Judge Faris 
for violation of the national radio 
_ in operating an unlicensed sta- 

on. “a 
Fellowes, a washing-machine 
salesman, private detective and un- 
desirable alien, is the first man to 
be prosecuted under the law. With 
the trial in‘its second day, E. A. 
Quinby, a licensed amateur opera- 
tor, was introduced to testify about 
interference. 

Quinby related that his friend, 
Al Janson, 3627A Gravois avenue, 
summoned him the night of Dec, 
12, last, with the complaint: 
“Something’s wrong with my radio 
set.” The set was all right, Quin- 
by said, but W9CR was coming in 
on points 1 to 75 on a 100-point 
dial. Janson gave similar testi. 
mony, adding that he was so over- 
joyed when Fellowes was taken 
off the air that he sat up until 2 
a. m. listening to the programa, 

Technical radio terms which 
flowed from the lips of Govern- 
ment officials, radio experts and 
lawyers as the case progressed 
caused the Court to interrupt: pro- 
ceedings with a demand for “plain 
English.” 

“You lawyers,” Judge Faris said, 
“have been reading too much in 
the Encyclopedia Britannica. You 
forget that your case is being pre- 
sented to 13 ignoramuses, the 
Court and 12 jurors.” 

J. Raymond Dyer, counsel ap- 
pointed by the Court for Fellowes, 
announced he would introduce 
textbooks to prove that “the air is 
free” and that the heretofore un- 
tested radio act is unconstitutional. 
“No textbooks!” Judge Faris ex- 
claimed. “You can’t cross-examine 
a textbook.”’ 

In substance, the case against 
Fellowes ig that he operated a 
short-wave station at his home, 


|} whence he advertised his washing 


machines, broadcast original pro- 
grams, rebroadcast programs 
picked up from WLW, Cincinnati, 
and conducted a “voice transmis- 
sion period,” in which he invited 
listeners to telephone his home and 
talk to their friends over the air. 
He obliged his listeners by holding 
his telephone receiver against the 
radio microphone, 

Frank L. Root, a radio expert, 
testified he set up a short-wave re- 
ceiver in the Federal Building in 
East St. Louis last December, 
listened to Fellowes’ programs on 
1563 kilocycles and accepted the 
invitation to broadcast his own 
voice, exchanging greetings with W. 
G. McDonnell, a Government fra- 
dio inspector, in St. Louis, who 
corroborated his testimony. 

Paul D. P. Spearman, assistant 
general counsel of the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission, discussed an in- 
ternational treaty, effective in 
1929, which limited the field of 
broadcasting and assigned the area 
in which Fellows was broadcasting 
to “mobile service,’’ that is, for 
boradcasting from such sources as 
trains and airplanes. Other witnes- 
ses told of the confiscation of Fel- 
lowes’ apparatus. 

The investigation of station 
W9CR began after many radio 
listeners had complained of an out- 
law station “which came in at the

The last named 
course is, indeed, a fine, sporty 
one.

“T think the hardest course I 
ever played was the Pine Valley 
Golf Club course, near Philadel- 
phie. This is said to be the 
‘toughest course in the world.’ 
After a round of it a well-known 
golfer suggested that “it isn'ta 
golf course at all, it’s a golf ex- 
amination.” 

“It was built by a millionaire 
named Crump with the idea of 
making it a super course; but 
he died when the fifteenth hole 
was finished. His successor car- 
ried on very finely, however, for 
‘there is nothing but tough spots 
anywhere about the course. 


A $2,500,000 Links. 


“One of the finest courses in 
America is the Sea Island course 
off the coast of Georgia, nine 
holes of which were built on sand 
dredged out of the sea. It cost 
over $2,500,000 to build and was 
designed to parallel the condi- 
tions prevailing at the British 
seaside course. It was designed 
by the late Walter Travis. The 
Yale Memorial course at New 
Haven and the Winged Foot 
links at Mamaroneck, N. Y. 
(that is Mr. Kennedy’s home 
course) are two other outstand- 
ing links. 


“I had a unique experience in 
playing down Seuth, I played- 
over four courses in four differ- 
ent counties in Arkansas in one 
day. We started at 4 a.m. and 
finished in the dark. I holed 
my last putt by the light of a 
match, held to show the location 
of the cup. We played that day 
at Clarksville» Russellville, Mor- 
rillton and Conway. Of course, 
they were nine-hole courses. 

“On my next trip West I have 
been invited to play in four dif- 
ferent states the same day. I 
have not been informed as to the 
towns but the states are Oklaho- 
ma, Arkansas, Missouri and Kan- 
sas, which all meet at one cor-

Price of Shoes Boosted. 


The adoption of the 20 per cent 
duty on shoes is typical of the ac- 
tion of the House and Senate con- 
ferees in engrafting om the final 
text of the bill high rates previ- 
ously adopted by .one branch of 
Congress, but decisively rejected by 
the other. ' 


The Senate voted against the 
proposed duties on hides, leather 
and shoes before the bill went to 
conference. Even the Payne-Al- 
drich act of 1909 placed these ar- 
ticles on the free list, where they 
have remained for more than 20 
years. As passed by the House, the 
bill carries duties of 10 per cent 
on hides, 15 per cent on _ leather 
amd 20 per cent on shoes. This ac- 
tion was taken over the protest of 
F. C. Rand, president of the Inter- 
national Shoe Co., J. A. Bush, 


PARIS, May 8.—The arrest yes- 
terday of Jean Charlies Millet, 
grandson of the famous painter 
and of the copyist Cazeau, brings 
to a climax what may develop into 
one of the biggest scandals in the 
sale of spurious art works ever 
disclosed here. 

Both Millet and Cazeau admit 
the charges against them, while 
mutually trying to shift the blame 
on each other. Millet, always 
needy, admits he organized a traf- 
fic in fake paintings and engrav- 
ings by his grandfather and by 
other masters—many of which 
were executed by Cazeau—but 
says the extent of this traffic has 
been exaggerated. 

Cageau’s plea is that his copies 
were sold at such small prices, 
from $12 to $40 each, that the 
purchasers could not possibly have 
been misled into felieving they 
were buying originals.

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OUR CHANGING POLITICAL PARTIES. 

Senator McMaster of South Dakota, insurgent Re- 
publican, was renominated for the Senate over 
George J. Danforth, who described himself as a 
“Hoover Republican.” In making the race, McMaster 
asked to be selected “as a vote of confidence in 
Northwest Progressive Republicans who voted with 
the Democrats against administration policies.” 

In states like South Dakota, North Dakota, Wis 
consin, Nebraska ard Minnesota, the Republican label 
is only a conventional tag for a new political group- 
ing which bears a closer kinship to the Democrats 
from agricultural states than to the Eastern Repub- 
licanism. This kinship is one of mutual interest and 
allied aims. Conversely, an entente .cordiale has 
sprung up between Democrats and Republicans from 
the East and North who represent the large cities 
and industrial states. The voting on vital economic 
issues in Congress shows clearly that the old party 
labels are becoming more and more meaningless. 
Generally speaking, industrialism and conservatism 
are on one side, agriculture and economic liberalism 
on the other. 

The constituents of Senator McMaster have very 
little in common, say, with the constituents of Sen- 
ator Grundy of Pennsylvania, nor have the citizens 
of Massachusetts, represented by Senator Walsh, with 
the citizens of Alabama, represented “by Senator 
Heflin. A dissolution of the two major parties and 
the formation of two new ones is in the making. 
Already it makes for clearer definition to refer to 
a public man as conservative or liberal, rather than 
Democratic or Republican. 

For a young country we are slow to scrap ac | 
cepted forms, but in the case of the two major polit- 
ical parties, they are being scrapped for us. 
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It will also be a long time between Supreme Court 
appointments in the Carolinas. 
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THE SUMMER IN ILLINOIS. 

In the comment on Mrs. Ruth McCormick's ex- 
penditure of $250,000 in the Illinois Republican sen- 
atorial primary there is a good deal of speculation 
as to how much she will spend in the campaign for 
election. We have no idea as to the figures, but it 
seems safe to say that there will be no haggling or 
quibbling on the lady’s part about the price. We 
know why the primary bills ran so high. As a Sen- 
ator, her opponent, Yr. Deneen, had the advantages 
of his position. There was “opposition in the form 
of patronage influence, patronage promises and the 
use of pay-roliers in canvassing the districts.” It 
took money to overcome such organization. In the 
election, as far as patronage goes, Mrs. McCormick 
will have the advantage. Her Democratic opponent, 
Col. Lewis, will have no support for favors granted. 
And the general impression is that there is no Dem- 
ocratic organization in the State to speak of. But per- 
haps Col. Lewis will resurrect a Democratic orgamtza- 
tion. In the trade of politics he is reputed a first 
class journeyman. And if he still retains his old- 
time skill and fire as a campaigner he is pretty sure| 
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ous prices. Its effort had prevented a disastrous 
slump in prices and had restored them to a better 
basis, although the price is not yet profitable. 

Mr. Stone deplored the lack of active interest by

One of the means adopted and sponsored by the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce and others, through 
committees on agriculture, is to organize agricultural 
clubs among the business men. These clubs will meet 
from time to time and keep informed on farm condi- 
tions and the progress of the work of farm relief. 
Certainly, the business men who listened to Mr. Stone 
got an interesting and moving view of existing con- 
ditions, of the problem to be solved and the manner 
in whith the Farm Board is working out. solutions. 
As to the success of the Board's plans, Mr. Stone 
said that was in the lap of the future, but he could 
pledge the Board to its very best efforts to put agri- 
culture om an equal basis with finance, industry, 
transportation and commerce. The Government had 
done much for all of these interests, and the Board 
intended to do whatever the law permitted it to do 
for the agricultural interests. With the co-operation 
of the business men he believed much improvement 
could be realized.

states are below standard in length of term, salaries of instructors and number of 
books. in libraries; large rural population and toleration of child labor contribute 
to backward conditions; education is in political hands and people are complacent.

We should like to 
refute the statements which have been 
made. But those of us who value truth 
above pride find it impossible to do so. 
Generai education in the South, in spite of 
its advance, is at a lower level than in any 
other part of the United States. 

Take first the length of the school term. . 
The average annual school term of all tha 
48 states is greater by a school month and 
a haif than the annual term provided by 
the Southern states. Moreover, the quality 
of the teaching given in the shorter time 
is probably inferior because poorly trained 
teachers gravitate to the schools with short 
terms. 

The percentage of nonattendance is high- 
er in the Southern states than elsewhere in 
the country.

The ‘Southern states are below national 
standardg in the salaries of teachers in ele- 
mentary, secondary and normal schools and 
in the higher institutions. Physical equip- 
ment of schools is also very meager in com- 
parison With the rest of the ‘country. 
Studies in one representative state reveal 
that, partly as a result of these conditions, 
its high school graduates are less well edu- 
cated than first-year high school students 
in states With adequate school terms and 
well trained teachers. 

The evil effects of this difference in 
schooling may also be seen even among 
many college students. One representative 
institution in the South has found that its 
average freshman exhibits a stage of edu. 
cational: progress which, measured by na- 
tional standards, is normal fer second-year 
high schoo] students. 

The Southern states also rank far below 
national standards in libraries. In public 
libraries, they are at the bottom of the list. 
The average per capita expenditure for pub- 
lic library service in the Wnited States is 
about 33 cents. In the Southern states the 
expenditure ranges from 2 cents to 18 cents. 

In college libraries the Southern states 
are doing only one-fourth as well as the 
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in the South, and stjll lacks the force of 
public approval needed for its full success. 

The rank of education in the South is 
kept low. of course, in part by the Negro. 
The general attitude toward his education 
lies close to the root of the whole prob- 
lem; and the failure of state Legislatures 
to bring the schools up closer to the aver- 
age standards of the nation is apparently 
due in part, at least, to the reluctance to 
apply those standards to Negro schools, 

= * * 

Education in the South is also retarded 
by the politica] character of its adminis- 
tration. State school officers are selected 
on a strictly political basis and are identi- 
fied, therefore, with partisan politics. 

But worst are the handicaps of provincial 
prejudice and eomplacency. These social 
insanitieS help to perpetuate .educational 
backwardness in the South. Satisfaction 
with what we have done in the last three 
decades blinds us to the things we should 
do mow. The South ts in grave danger of 
baliyhooing itself into further backward- 
ness. 

The Governor of a high-spirited com- 
monwealth was quoted last year as saying: 
“The schools of this State are perfect.” 
Measured by accepted standards, however, 
that state cannot go much lower in the edu- 
cational scale without again leaving the 
Union,

education. But the need for progress is 
cumulative.

white invasion, the Crows cast 
their lot with the United States 
Government against their ancient 
enemies, and Plenty Coups fought 


the Rosebud, when, in June, 1876, 
the Indians under the great Sioux 
leader, Crazy Horse, defeated 1100 
infantry and their Crow and Sho- 
shone allies. The surprising ac- 
curacy with which the Rosebud 
battle is described leads one who 
is well acquainted with the details 
of that campaign to place faith in 
almost anything that Plenty Coups 
may have to say, insofar as it is 
possible for him te know the truth. 
He was not engaged in the battle 
of the Little Bighorn, which oc- 
cured eight days after the Rosebud 
fight, but some of his intimate 
Crow friends were, and he has 
some illuminating comment, to 
make on that famous affair. 

It is not so much the physical 
adventures, thrilling as they are, 
that make the book notable. Many 
books have presented equally 
thrilling adventures of a similar 
sort. What distinguishes the book 
is its revelation of the spiritual life 
of the Indian in the days before 
the white man’s influence had been 
felt. Doubtless many will read in 
a condescending mood what Pienty 
Coups tells of his visions and those 
of his fri@mds, attributing them 
wholly to the superstition of an in- 
ferior race. Such are urged to 
study a very great work by a very 
great white man, F. W. H. Myers. 
It is entitled ‘Human Personality.” 
After studying that work, some 
may suspect that a good deal of 
our alleged progress may have 
been in the wrong direction, and 
that many of our present-day 
thinkers, who are reputed to be 
wise, might profitably sit at the 
feet of Plenty Coups. 

But whatever anyone may think 
of Plenty Coups’ mystical beliefs, 
it can Scarcely be denied by any 
intelligent reader that rare wisdom 
is in evidence whenever he com- 
ments on the practical affairs of 
life; and he has things to say about 
the white man’s civiliation that 
strike deep, though always his - 
comments are made without ani- 
mosity. 

“The white men spoke very 
loudly,” Plenty Coups remarks, 
“when they said their laws were 
made for everybody; but we soon 
learned that although they ex- 
pected us to keep them, they 
thought nothing of breaking them 
themselves. They told us not to 
drink whisky, yet they made it 
themselves and traded it to us for 
furs and robes umtil both were 
nearly gone. Their Wise Ones 
said we might have their religion, 
but when we tried to understand 
it we found that there were too 
many kinds of religion among 
white men for us to understand,

men agreed which was the right 
one to learn. This bothered us a 
good deal until we saw that the 
white man did not take his re- 
ligion any more seriously than he 
did his laws, and that he kept both 
of them behind him, to use when 
they might do him good in his 
dealings. with strangers.

Cooks who are successful in the 
art of making vegetables appetiz- 
ing, depend upon two rules. First, 
cook raw vegetables in as little 
water as possible.

For example, after spinach—canned 
or fresh—is taken from the fire, 
drain it and then heat for a minute 
in this mixture: 1 teaspoon sugar, 
% teaspoon mustard, 4% teaspoon 
salt, 1 tablespoon vinegar and 2 
tablespoons salad oil. 


The more one experiments with 
sugar and salt-in seasoning vege- 
tables, the more apparent is the 
flavor value of this combination. 
Doctors and dietitians approve this 
use of sugar as a flavor.

“Then came the job of mimeo- 
graphing, folding and mailing, and 
all this was done by about 50 stu- 
dents of my classes. They did the 
work for nothing, for the pleasure 
they got out of it. 

“The total cost of the protest 
from first to last was about $140, 
of which $100 was paid personally 
by Prof. Irving Fisher. The Dal- 
ance was split among the group 
who had worked up the protest, 
so that it cost us about $5 each. 

“The statement went out for sig- 
natures in April, about 10 days be- 
fore the date of publication. We 
used an old mailing list of the 
Economic Association, which con- 
tnuined about 2800 names. Prob- 
ably 500 of these were ‘dead’ 
names, 

“T had thought that we would 
do well if we got about 500 signa- 
tures.’ Instead, we had received 
1028 by the time the protest was 
given to the President and since 
then the total has been brought up 
to 1123. Favorable replies are still 
drifting in. There was not a single 
refusal on the ground of disagree- 
ment with the protest. One man 
wrote that he didn’t think the pro- 
test would do any good, and a few 
others had various reasons for 
keeping out. 

‘“Tast Friday I took the protest 
down to Washington and handed 
it to Lawrence Richey, one of the 
President’s secretaries. Newspaper 
men had told us that Monday was 
the best day for a general ‘release’ 
to the press. We followed their 
advice and gave it out for publica- 
tion last Monday.

“Of course, we never thought 
for a minute that the protest 
would necessarily stop the enact- 
ment of the tariff bill. But we did 
think that it would be worth while 
if only it got our point of view 
before the public. Ever since the 
Democratic party seemed to drop 
the tariff as an issue in the last 
campaign, people had been saying 
that all opposition to high restric- 
tive duties had vanished.
